Not Given Brother 

The officer said the serum 
has not been given Raymond 
Panno's brother, William, 
44, and that no such test is 
planned. 

Meanwhile, Cooley said, 
several of six witnesses who 
saw the Pannos' automobile 
parked near a spot where 
footprints of the little girl 
ended have positively identi- 
fied one or both of the broth- 
ers as being in and about 
the car at the time.
